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WE  BELIEVE. . . 


.  .  .  that  through  the  atonement  of  Christ  all  mankind  may  be  saved  by 
obedience  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  Gospel." 

Jesus  gave  his  life  as  a  ransom  for  all  men,  and  men  receive  blessings 
of  the  atonement  whether  they  believe  or  reject  the  gospel.  The  great 
apostle  to  the  Gentiles  said,  "For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive.""  (1  Corinthians  15:22).  Resurrection  from  the 
dead  is  a  free  gift  to  all  men. 

The  atonement  of  Jesus  gives  us  two  basic  things  —  resurrection  from 
the  dead  and  the  opportunity  to  receive  exaltation  or  to  inherit  a  fulness 
of  the  glory  of  the  Father  by  obeying  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Our  Father  in  Heaven  loved  us  enough  to  give  us  these  great  gifts. 
He  loved  His  children  so  much  "that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish  but  have  everlasting  life." 
Jesus  was  made  a  little  lower  than  the  angels  for  the  suffering  of  death, 
and  he  was  crowned  with  glory  and  honour,  that  he  by  the  grace  of  God 
should  conquer  death  for  every  man.  The  love  of  Jesus  is  manifest  towards 
us  in  that  he  gave  His  life  for  us.  "No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but  I  lay 
it  down  of  myself.  I  have  power  to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take 
it  again."  (John  10:18) 

What  faith  have  we  in  these  gifts  of  love?  Have  we  faith  enough  to 
keep  the  commandments  and  receive  the  blessings  promised?  Our  Father 
loves  us,  but  do  we  love  each  other?  Is  love  for  one  another  reflected  in 
our  daily  conduct?  As  we  all  need  forgiveness,  is  forgiveness  a  part  of  our 
lives? 

"And  it  came  to  pass  that  the  God  of  heaven  looked  upon  the  residue 
of  the  people,  and  he  wept;  and  Enoch  bore  record  of  it,  saying:  How 
is  it  that  the  heavens  weep,  and  shed  forth  their  tears  as  the  rain 
upon  the  mountains?  "And  Enoch  said  unto  the  Lord:  How  is  it  that 
thou  canst  weep,  seeing  thou  art  holy,  and  from  all  eternity  to  all 
eternity? 

"The  Lord  said  unto  Enoch:  Behold  these  thy  brethren;  they  are  the 
workmanship  of  mine  own  hands,  and  I  gave  unto  them  their  know- 
ledge, in  the  day  I  created  them;  and  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  gave  I 
unto  man  his  agency; 

"And  unto  thy  brethren  have  I  said  and  also  given  commandment, 
they  should  choose  me,  their  Father:  but  behold,  they  are  without 
affection,  and  they  hate  their  own  blood."  (Moses  7:28-29,  32-33) 

What  love,  what  dignity  in  redemption,  what  opportunities  are  before 
us  if  we  can  get  the  vision  of  man's  Eternal  Nature.  May  we  catch  that 
vision  and  love  one  another  that  the  God  of  Heaven  may  rejoice  with 
us  and  not  weep  over  us,  I  pray.

'iltj    clear    (Don     JJavid: 

In  one  of  your  letters,  you 
asked  for  my  views  on  the  Atone- 
ment, and  I  think  this  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  me  to  attempt  to  give 
them  to  you.  In  the  first  place,  I 
have  been  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants 
says  so  little  about  the  necessity  of 
the  shedding  of  blood  for  the 
atonement  of  sin.  The  explanation 
in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  too, 
(Alma  34:14-16)  is  a  very  good  one, 
although  it  leaves  unanswered  your 
query  as  to  the  necessity  of  it.  I 
think  the  passage  quoted  above 
gives  the  best  reason  thus  far  re- 
vealed. 

But  back  of  the  orthodox  Chris- 
tian view  of  the  Atonement,  I  see 
ever  working  toward  the  salvation 
of  the  human  family,  the  sacrifice 
spirit  as  exemplified  in  the  life  and 
by  the  death  of  the  Redeemer. 

"In  the  beginning"  whenever  that 
was.  man  found  himself  shut  out 
from  God's  eternal  presence.  He 
remembered  little  and  in  time 
would  have  remembered  nothing  of 
his  associations  with  eternal  beings. 
"In  his  humiliation  his  judgment 
was  taken  away."  (Acts  8:33)  Earth 
and  earthly  things  were  everything 
to  him.  When  he  became  hungry,  it 
was  earth  that  satisfied  him;  when 
he  became  thirsty,  it  was  an  earthh 
element  that  quenched  his  thirst: 
when  he  became  cold,  it  was  the 
skins  of  animals  that  protected  him 
and  kept  him  warm:  or  it  was  the 
great  moving  luminary  in  the  sky 
that  shed  his  genial  rays  on  man's 
chilly    limbs. 

When  he  sought  comfort  in  re- 
pose, it  was  from  the  trees,  or  from 
skins  of  animals,  or  from  vegetation 
of  the  earth  that  gave  him  a  downy 
bed. 
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In  short,  the  earth  became  not  only  man's  "foster  Mother."  she  was 
to  him  the  source  of  his  very  existence. 

Self-preservation  became  not  only  the  first  law  but,  I  can  imagine,  the 
only  law  he  knew.  As  the  race  increased,  and  the  struggle  for  existence 
became  more  acute,  selfishness  and  strife  would  manifest  themselves.  Man 
would  struggle  with  man  for  supremacy  or  for  the  best  things  nature 
could  offer  for  the  prolongation  or  the  comforts  of  life.  Thus  would  man 
become  "carnal,  sensual,  and  devilish,  by  nature."  (Alma  42:  6-13). 

Now,  what  was  there  in  man  to  lead  him  up  to  a  Godlike  life?  The 
divinity  within  him,  I  grant  you,  would  be  ever  urging  him  to  rise  above 
himself.  But  his  reverence  for  the  Infinite  could  express  itself  only  in  i 
worship  of  the  manifestations  of  Divine  power  —  the  sun,  the  moon,  the 
thunder,  the  lightning,  the  cataract,  the  volcano,  etc. 

How  significant  is  that  passage,  which  says,  "By  grace  are  ye 
saved  through  faith;  and  that  not  of  yourselves;  it  is  the  gift  of  God." 

The  Lord  revealed  to  man  the  Gospel,  and  one  of  the  very  first 
commandments  given  superseded  in  essence  the  self-preservation  law.  Ii 
was  the  law  of  sacrifice.  The  effect  of  this  was  the  best  the  earth  produced, 
the  best  specimen  in  the  flock  or  herd  should  not  be  used  for  self,  but  for 
God.  It  was  God,  not  the  earth,  whom  man  should  worship.  How  this 
simple  test  of  sacrifice  affected  the  divine  nature  as  well  as  the  carnal  in 
man,  the  story  of  Cain  and  Abel  graphically  and  appropriately  illustrates. 
For  one,  the  best,  the  "firstlings  of  the  flock"  was  all  too  poor  as  a  means 
of  expressing  his  love  and  appreciation  of  the  revelation  of  life  that  God 
had  given;  for  the  other,  he  would  go  through  the  form  because  God  had 
commanded,  but  he  would  keep  the  best  for  himself. 

And  so  through  the  ages,  this  eternal  conflict  between  the  divine  life 
of  service  and  the  earth  life  of  carnal  and  sensual  and  selfish  indulgence 
and  ease  continued.  Millions  lived  and  died  believing  that  the  whole  pur- 
pose of  life  is  to  get  and  possess  what  earth  has  to  give,  never  compre- 
hending that  the  whole  purpose  of  life  is  to  give. 

Then  in  the  Meridian  of  Time  came  the  Saviour  of  man,  toward 
whose  coming  man,  in  the  morning  of  life  had  looked  forward,  and  upon 
whose  life  man  in  the  evening  of  life  should  look  in  retrospect.  In  the 
meridian  of  the  earth's  history  came  the  Son  of  Man  declaring  the  eternal 
truth  so  opposed  to  the  promises  of  the  earth,  that  he  that  would  save  his 
life  must  lose  it. 

And  in  His  brief  stay  upon  earth,  how  perfectly  He  exemplified  this 
truth.  He  owned  no  land.  He  owned  no  house;  for  He  had  not  where  to 
lay  His  head.  "The  foxes  have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests; 
but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head."  (Matthew  8:20). 

His  was  a  life  of  unselfish  service  —  always  helping  those  who  were 
living  incompletely  to  live  completely  —  whether  the  incomplete  living  was 
caused  by  a  physical  defect  such  as  blindness  or  deafness,  or  whether 
through  a  moral  defect  such  as  the  woman  taken  in  sin  —  His  mission 
was  to  give  them  life. 

Now,  my  dear  son,  can  you  not  carry  this  thought  a  little  further 
and  apply  it  even,  to  the  sacrificing  of  His  life,  to  the  shedding  of  His 
blood?  Man's  life  is  not  dependent  upon  what  this  earth  can  give  —  his 
body,  yes,  but  that  is  only  the  house  in  which  man  lives  —  but  the  spirit, 
the  real  man  is  above  the  selfish  and  the  sensual,  and  seeks  for  its  life 
and  happiness  the  things  which  are  eternal  —  faith,  virtue,  knowledge, 
temperance.  Godliness,  brotherliness,  charity. 

In  His  life  and  death,  therefore,  Christ  not  only  fulfilled  the  law  of 
sacrifice  but  He  fulfilled  every  conceivable  condition  necessary  for  man 
to  know  in  order  to  rise  or  progress  from  earthly  life  to  eternal  life. 
"And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me." 
(John  12:32).

Your  Friend  and  Companion 

Editor's  note:  Second  in  a  series  of  four  articles  for  youth  tent  to  the 
CSM  by  Brother  Taylor  at  oar  request.

rr^HE  day  you  were  confirmed  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
-*-  of  Latter-day  Saints  was  the  most  important  day  in  your  life,  not 
only  because  it  made  you  a  member  of  the  Church,  but  when  the  Elder 
laid  hands  upon  your  head  he  said  these  very  important  and  significant 
words:  "Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  He  may  guide  and  direct  you 
in  the  paths  of  righteousness.'*  Notice  the  Elder  did  not  say,  "  I  confer 
upon  you  the  Holy  Ghost."  This  he  could  not  do  neither  could  anyone  else, 
not  even  the  President  of  the  Church. 

Whether  or  not  you  have  the  blessings  of  the  Holy  Ghost  depends  en- 
tirely upon  you.  No  one  else  in  the  world  can  make  you  eligible  for  this 
great  blessing.  All  you  have  to  do  is  live  by  the  rules.  Some  of  these  rules 
are  as  follows : 

1.  Have  faith  in  God.  You  must  believe  that  He  lives  and  will  answer 
your  prayers.  You  must  believe  that  you  were  created  in  His  image, 
that  you  are  His  son,  and  that  He  is  your  Father. 

2.  Be  clean  in  mind  and  body.  The  Holy  Spirit  cannot  and  will  not 
dwell  in  unclean  bodies  and  minds.  This  means  keeping  your  body 
free  from  dirt  on  the  outside  and  keeping  your  mind  free  from 
unclean  thoughts  on  the  inside.  It  means  keeping  your  speech  free 
from  vulgarity  and  your  mind  free  from  all  unclean  and  righteous 
thinking. 

3.  Speak  the  truth.  Lying  creates  static  in  you  through  which  the  Holy 
Ghost  cannot  and  will  not  penetrate.  The  Holy  Ghost  cannot  help  a 
liar,  since  He  knows  only  truth. 

4.  Serve  others  without  thought  of  any  glory  for  yourself.  It  is  ver\ 
easy  to  do  things  for  other  people  when  they  praise  you  and  comp- 
liment you  and  pay  you  money  or  give  you  gifts,  but  it  takes  a  real 
humble  person  who  can  do  things  for  people  and  not  expect  any- 
thing in  return.  When  this  happens,  our  Heavenly  Father  can  bless 
you,  and  it  pleases  Him  to  do  so.  Then  the  Holy  Ghost  can  be  your 
companion  and  guide  you  and  help  you  and  dictate  to  you  more 
easily  than  when  you  are  looking  for  honour  and  glory  because  of 
the  things  you  do. 

5.  Never  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  or  his  Son  in  vain.  God  has  said 
many  times  He  will  not  hold  guiltless  one  who  does  this  thing.  It 
isn't  reasonable  to  think  that  you  can  have  the  companionship  of 
such  wonderful  influence  as  the  Holy  Ghost  and  at  the  same  time 
use  the  name  of  the  Lord  to  curse,  swear,  and  condemn. 

6.  Avoid  evil  desires  and  hateful  ways.  Many  of  the  little  things  we 
do  are  often  considered  harmless,  and  some  are.  However,  many 
are  not  since  they  bring  unhappiness  to  other  people.  If  you  do  these 
things,  you  could  establish  a  habit.  So  now  —  today  — is  the  time 
to  start  to  live  so  you  can  have  the  companionship  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  now  and  throughout  all  your  lives. 

7.  Always  he  and  do  your  best  under  existing  circumstances.  No  one  is 
perfect.  Everyone  will  make  mistakes,  and  our  Heavenly  Father  is 
always  willing  and  ready  to  forgive  if  we  repent.  But  on  the  other 
hand,  do  you  always  do  your  best?  If  the  Holy  Ghost  recognizes 
that  you  are  doing  your  best,  then  there  in  no  question  but  what 
you  will  be  entitled  to  his  blessings  and  he  will  come  to  your  aid. 
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8.  Have  love  in  your  heart  for  all  of  God's  children.  This  does  not 
mean  just  your  gang,  your  race,  the  people  in  your  church,  those 
who  go  to  your  school,  or  those  who  play  in  your  team.  Remember, 
all  the  people  that  are  born  in  this  earth  were  at  one  time  in  heaven 
when  the  great  council  was  held.  They  accepted  the  plan  of  Jesus 
and  came  to  this  earth.  Therefore,  they  are  all  God's  children,  and  it 
is  our  business  to  love  them,  to  help  them  to  do  everything  we  can 
to  make  their  lives  more  pleasant.  The  Saviour  once  said,  "He  who 
would  be  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  the  servant  of  all,"  and, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  do  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  my  children,  ye  do  it 
unto  me." 

9.  Repent  of  evil  doing.  In  this  way  you  will  prepare  your  minds 
and  bodies  to  be  in  tune  with  holy  and  sacred  things.  God  can  then 
bless  you  abundantly,  and  it  will  please  him  to  do  so. 

I  ask  you  this  question :  Do  you  really  want  the  Holy  Ghost  to  be 
your  guide  and  companion?  If  so,  then  you  must  live  according  to  what- 
ever is  commanded  by  the  Great  God  of  Heaven.  It  can  only  be  yours 
through  living  all  the  principles  of  righteousness.  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
promise  you  that  if  you  will  live  according  to  the  commandments  of  our 
Heavenly  Father,  the  Holy  Ghost  will  bring  you  joy  and  happiness  you 
have  never  known  before,  and  Satan  will  never  have  power  over  you.

'The  Record  on  the  Earth' 

"  A  ND  as  are  the  records  on  the  earth  in  relation  to  your  dead,  which 
•£*-  are  truly  made  out,  so  also  are  the  records  in  heaven."  (D&C  128 :  14) 

The  Latter-day  Saints  have  been  taught  by  revelation  from  on  high 
that  their  kindred  dead  who  during  mortal  life  did  not  hear  and  under- 
stand the  fullness  of  the  Gospel  will  have  that  opportunity  in  the  life  to 
come.  If  they  then  accept  the  Gospel,  they  may  become  heirs  of  exaltation. 
Even  those  who  accept  the  Gospel  in  the  life  to  come,  however,  must  re- 
ceive the  saving  ordinances  in  order  to  inherit  eternal  life.  Since  they  can 
not  receive  those  ordinances  in  the  Spirit  World,  some  living  person  must 
receive  the  ordinances  in  behalf  of  those  who  are  dead. 

For  this  reason  the  Latter-day  Saints  are  commanded  to  search  out  the 
records  of  their  kindred  dead.  This  must  be  done  because  the  records  in 
heaven  are  the  same  as  the  records  on  earth.  Before  ordinances  can  be 
done  in  behalf  of  a  person  who  has  died,  enough  must  be  known  about  that 
person  so  that  it  will  be  known  in  heaven  for  whom  the  ordinance  is  being 
done. 

On  November  13,  1894,  a  group  met  in  the  office  of  Franklin  D. 
Richards  to  organize  a  society  "to  be  benevolent  in  collecting,  compiling, 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  genealogical  library  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  its  members  and  others;  educational  in  disseminating  information  regard- 
ing genealogical  matters;  and  also  religious."  The  result  was  "The  Genea- 
logical Society  of  Utah."  The  name  was  changed  in  1944  to  "The  Genealo- 
gical Society  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints." 

Some  of  the  original  14  members  were  Wilford  Woodruff,  George  Q. 
Cannon,  Joseph  F.  Smith,  Lorenzo  Snow,  and  Franklin  D.  Richards.  The 
first  books  received  by  the  Society  were  11  volumes  contributed  by  the 
charter  members. 

In  1939  the  Society  entered  the  field  of  microfilming  to  secure  other- 
wise inaccessible  documents.  The  Society  has  photographed  records  of 
the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Holland,  Switzerland,  Italy,  Germany,  the 
Scandinavian  countries  and  Finland  and  other  countries.  In  1950  there  were 
50,000  reels  of  film  in  the  files,  and  now  there  are  400,000  reels  with  200,000 
more  expected  in  the  next  three  years.  Each  reel  is  equivalent  to  about  1,400 
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The    old    library    microfilm    reading    room    of   the   Genealogical   Society   of    the 

Church    of    Jesus    Christ    of    Latter-day    Saints.    This    room    is    large,    hut    the 

new  room  has  225   readers. 

pages  of  records. 

The  millions  of  volumes  of  microfilm  records  will  soon  be  stored  by 
the  Church  in  a  vast  under-rock  storage  vault  which  has  been  carved  out 
of  a  solid  granite  mountain  in  Little  Cottonwood  Canyon,  near  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  massive  cavern,  which  was  more  than  three  years  in  the  making, 
will  permanently  safeguard  these  valuable  records  from  any  type  of  dis- 
aster. 

The  Society  continues  to  sponsor  a  Research  Department  established  in 
1^26  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  members  of  the  Church  in  collecting  and 
compiling  the  records  of  their  dead.

Church  Film  On  TV 

THE  touching  story  of  President  Lorenzo  Snow's  struggle  to  save  the 
Church  from  financial  ruin  at  the  close  of  the  19th  Century  was 
recently  portrayed  on  a  television  programme  reaching  seven  states  in  the 
Western  United  States. 

The  50  minute  colour  moving-picture,  "Windows  of  Heaven,"  was 
shown  on  KSL  television,  a  station  whose  signals  reaches  all  of  Utah  and 
parts  of  Nevada,  Arizona,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Idaho  and  Montana.  Two 
stations  in  Idaho  are  planning  to  show  the  film  later. 

The  Presiding  Bishopric  approved  the  showing  because  they  felt  that 
all  members  of  the  Church  had  not  seen  it,  and  they  felt  it  was  so  impor- 
tant that  all  members  should  see  it. 


As  A  Witness 


HPHE  first  copy  of  the  Book  of 
-*-  Mormon  in  Chinese  was  re- 
cently presented  to  President  David 
O.  McKay  by  Elder  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  and  supervisor  of  the 
Oriental    missions   of   the   Church. 

The  work  of  translation  was 
begun  several  years  ago  and  was 
carried  out  by  two  men  who  were 
set  apart  by  Elder  Hinckley  for  the 
work.  They  were  Elder  Larry  D. 
Browning  who  served  a  mission  in 
Hong  Kong  and  later  returned  to 
Taiwan  with  an  educational  grant 
from  the  University  of  California, 
and  President  Hu  Wei-I,  counselor 
to  the  mission  president  in  the 
Taiwan  Zone,  and  who  was  born 
and  educated  on  the  mainland  of 
China. 

The  Chinese  language  is  the 
twenty-second  language  into  which 
the  Book  of  Mormon  has  been 
translated.  The  first  edition  was 
published  in  Palmyra,  New  York, 
in     1830     from     a     translation     by 


Joseph   Smith  from   the   records   he 
received  from   the  Angel    Moroni. 

An  inscription  in  the  book  pre- 
sented   to    President    McKay   reads: 

"This  copy  of  the  first  edition  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon  in  Chinese 
was  presented  to  President  David 
O.  McKay,  who  45  years  ago,  on 
January  9,  1921,  accompanied  by 
Elder  Hugh  J.  Cannon,  in  the 
'Forbidden  City'  of  Peking  dedi- 
cated and  consecrated  and  set  apart 
'the  Chinese  realm  for  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  restored  in  this  dispensation 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith." 

The  Book  of  Mormon  is  now 
available  in  the  language  which  is 
the  mother  tongue  of  more  people 
than  any  other  on  earth.  May  it 
go  forth  among  them  as  a  witness 
of  the  Son  of  God,  the  Saviour  of 
the  world.

In  Viet  Nam. 


HPHE  1,500  LDS  servicemen  in  Vietnam  are  now  meeting  and  worship- 
-■*  ping  under  the  leadership  and  direction  of  a  reorganized  Vietnam 
Zone.  The  servicemen  are  now  meeting  in  17  different  locations. 

James  E.  Duncan  was  sustained  as  Vietnam  Zone  president,  with 
Harvey  Dean  Brown  and  Charles  B.  Sturgell  as  counselors  and  Claude  R. 
Egbert  as  clerk. 

The  Viet  Nam  Zone  is  one  of  four  zones  of  the  Southern  Far  East 
Mission.  Others  are  Hong  Kong,  the  Philippines  and  Taiwan. 

The  new  presidency  estimates  that  there  are  over  1,500  LDS  service- 
men  in  Vietnam   but  only  a   small   number  are  able   to   attend    services 
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because  they  are  stationed  in  widely  scattered  areas.  Wherever  three  or 
more  are  able  to  meet  a  group  is  formed  and  a  group  leader  or  branch 
president  is  set  apart.  The  Saigon  Branch,  however,  usually  has  between 
70  and  80  members  and  visitors  at  its  meetings. 

The  Southern  District  of  the  Vietnam  Zone  has  an  active  missionar> 
programme.  Six  missionaries  have  been  called  from  among  the  LDS  person- 
nel there  and  at  a  recent  baptism  four  Vietnamese  became  members  of  the 
Church,   bringing  the  total  to  approximately  30.

SA  Missionary  Idea 


IN  a  recent  Church  News  Section 
of  the  Deseret  News  published 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Church  News 
Editor.  Henry  A.  Smith,  included  in 
his  column,  "As  We  See  It,"  the 
following    item:

pends upon  our  knowing  God. 
(John    17:3). 

'Then  is  He  incomprehensible? 

'No  one  can  truly  worship  an 
unknown  Dietv.  So  says  the  Bible. 
(John  4:22  and  Acts  17:22-31). 

'Do  you  know  what  you  worship? 

'If  not.  should  you  do  something 
about   it?' 

On,  the  reverse  side  is  the  infor- 
mation which  says,  'The  Mormons 
can  help  you  with  your  religious 
problems.  They  can  tell  you:  What 
God  is  like:  how  Jesus  saves  and 
about  life  after  death.  They  can 
bring  spiritual  joy  into  your  life 
such  as  you  have  never  known 
before.'

Temple    Fund    Organized 

/^\N  February  4  a  constitution  was  approved  and  a  committee  appointed 
^^  for  a  South  African  Mission  Temple  Fund.  The  purpose  of  the  fund 
is  to  help  South  African  saints  to  go  to  the  temple  by  providing  them  with 
a  high  interest  savings  plan  and  making  special  group  travel  rates  availa- 
ble to  them. 

Sister  Petronella  Nel,  secretary  of  the  fund  committee,  reports  that 
there  are  now  80  families  participating  in  the  fund.  For  those  participants 
that  want  to  visit  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  a  target  date  has  been  set  for  April 
1971. 

The  families  participating  deposit  whatever  amount  they  can  each 
month.  The  amount  may  vary  from  month  to  month.  The  fund  invests  these 
deposits  at  a  special  6%  interest  rate.  Any  time  a  family  desires  to  go  to 
the  temple,  they  can  withdraw  their  savings  with  interest  and  go.  If  there 
is  a  group  that  desires  to  go  to  a  particular  Temple  at  a  particular  time, 
the  fund  committee  can  arrange  for  a  special  group  rate. 

Those  desiring  to  visit  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  in  April  of  1971  will  be 
able  to  go  for  approximately  R670.  That  includes  R600  for  a  return  ticket 
to  New  York  and  R70  for  a  return  motor  coach  ticket  from  New  York  to 
Salt  Lake  City.  Murdock  Travel  in  Salt  Lake  is  arranging  tours  for  the 
group  in  Salt  Lake,  and  former  mission  president  Evan  Wright  is  arrang- 
ing their  accommodations. 

The  fund  committee  is  organized  under  the  leadership  of  the  Trans- 
vaal District  with  President  Chater  as  chairman,  district  councilman  George 
Nel  and  district  clerk  Andre  Naude  as  members  and  Petronella  Nel  as 
secretary.  President  Snow  has  given  his  approval  to  the  project.  The  entire 
mission  is  invited  to  participate.

"T  ask  for  your  faith  and  prayers,  that  as  the  years  come  and  go  I  may  be 
-*•  the  witness  that  one  who  is  called  to  this  position  is  expected  to  be. 
Will  you  pray  that  that  might  be  a  fruition  of  my  activity  among  you.  I 
have  loved  you.  I  have  come  to  know  you  intimately.  Your  problems,  thank 
the  Lord,  have  been  my  problems,  because  I  know,  as  you  know,  what  it 
means  to  walk  when  you  have  not  the  money  to  ride.  I  know  what  it 
means  to  go  without  meals  to  buy  a  book  to  go  to  the  University.  I  thank 
God  now  for  these  experiences.  I  have  loved  you  because  of  your  devotion 
and  faith.  God  bless  you  that  you  won't  fail,  but  that  with  this  Church 
you  and  it  will  go  on  to  a  glorious  future,  I  pray,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  Amen." 

The  years  have  come  and  gone  since  Elder  Harold  Bingham  Lee  made 
the  foregoing  remarks  as  he  accepted  the  call  to  the  Apostleship  in  general 
conference  in  April  1941.  As  a  witness  of  Christ,  he  has  given  his  testimony 
to  millions  around  the  world.  He  inspired  hundreds  in  South  Africa  during 
his  visit  in  1958. 

Elder  Lee  was  born  March  28,  1899,  in  Clifton,  Oneida  County  Idaho. 
Samuel  Marion  Lee  and  Louisa  Emeline  Bingham  Lee  gave  Elder  Lee  a 
parentage  of  which  he  is  proud.  They  brought  up  young  Harold  on  their 
farm  with  their  five  other  children. 

He  attended  Clifton  public  schools  and  received  a  teaching  certificate 
from  Albion  State  Normal  College  in  1917.  At  the  age  of  17  he  became 
principal  of  an  Idaho  school.  In  1920  he  accepted  a  call  to  the  Western 
States  Mission  where  he  served  for  two  years.  After  his  mission  he  furthered 
his  education  at  the  University  of  Utah,  and  in  1923  he  was  appointed  prin- 
cipal of  Granite  School  District  in  Salt  Lake  City.  From  the  time  he  left  the 
mission  field  he  held  a  number  of  church  positions.  He  served  in  the 
Sunday  School  and  on  a  stake  high  council,  and  in  1929  was  called  to 
be  president  of  the  Pioneer  stake  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

In  1932  he  was  appointed  to  the  Salt  Lake  City  Commission,  and  he 
was  re-elected  to  that  post  the  following  year. 

Shortly  after  the  Church  Welfare  Programme  was  organized,  the  First 
Presidency  called  Elder  Lee  to  be  managing  director  of  the  programme. 
He  left  his  other  activities  to  accept  the  call  of  the  First  Presidency  in  1937 
and  was  in  charge  of  the  Welfare  Programme  until  1959. 

Elder  Lee  married  Fern  Lucinda  Tanner  on  November  14,  1923,  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple.  She  died  in  1962,  and  he  has  since  married  Freda  Joan 
Jensen.  Elder  Lee  has  two  daughters:  Mrs.  Ernest  J.  (Maurine)  Wilkins, 
Provo,  Utah;  and  Mrs.  L.  Brent  (Helen)  Goates,  Salt  Lake  City;  and  ten 
grandchildren. 

When  Elder  and  Sister  Lee  visited  South  Africa,  they  wrote  a  letter
